London, October 8—The postoffice au- 
thorities have issued a notice to the public 
that the land wires to the west of Eng- 
land and Ireland are prostrated by the 
heavy gales which have prevailed during 
the last twenty-four hours. Two of the 
crew of a Lowestoft Trawler were carried 
overboard by the gale and drowned. 

The storm has been the heaviest known 
in Great Britain and Ireland in years. On 
the west coast the gales were accompa- 
nied by excessive tides. The town of Lianel- 
ly, Wales, is entirely isolated by the water, 
and it is impossible for the inhabitants to _ 
leave. Hundreds of houses and a number 
of churches are flooded.

HOW HE MADE A BLUFF AND QUIT 


Scheme That Was To Have Been 
Worked on the Australian Bal- 
lct—News of the Campaign.

> Chicago, October §.—(Special.)—About re- 


publican headquarters there is to be found 
the most thoroughly stampeded set of poli- 
ticlans one can see on the face of the 
earth. General Grosvenor, of Ohio, is the 
only one who keeps up his courage. The 
general met me at the breakfast table yes- 
terday morning and made the statement 
that he was so certain republicans would 
carry Iowa, he would be willing to bet 
$1,000 to $100. He did not say it in a tone 
which indicated that he desired to bet, 
but this afternoon the newspapers appeared 
with an article to the effect that the gen- 
eral had bluffed the democrats out. 

Seeing this I called on General Gros- 
venor tonight and offered to take his bet 
over and over, just as many times as he 
could stand it. 

“Oh, I didn’t intend to bet on the result 
in Iowa,” he said. ‘““My idea was simply 
to express to you my confidence that we 
would carry Iowa. I am sorry any such 
statement was printed in the newspapers.” 

So it is with all republicans. They talk 
and print statements about betting, but 
very few of them will make any bet at 
all, though they trumpet about the fre- 
mendous odds they would give if they 
could get the bets. This trumpeting, how- 
ever, is always done when no betting 


democrats are about. 


The republicans have devised a scheme to 
make their money felt on election day. 
They have arranged to steal a large quan- 
ity of blank Australian ballots, mark them 
for McKinley, and place them in the hands 
of their purchased voters. The said voter 
is to take this ballot into the booth. When 
he is delivered one by the managers of the 
election booth, to be marked for his vote, 
he is simply to slip it into his pocket and 
vote the one given him marked for Mc- 
Kinley. When he returns the blank ballot 
to Hanna’s hired men, he is to be paid his 
price. 

As it happens.to be a penitentiary offense 
for any one to have a blank Australian 
ballot in his possession outside of the 
booth, the democrats will have men on 
hand to detect, as far as possible, those 
who attempt to violate this law, and will 
perhaps have the satisfaction of sending 
some of Mr. Mark Hanna's able hirelings 
to the penitentiaries of the middle western 
states. There are a few Illinois republicans 
now serving terms at Joliet for such of- 
fenses in the election held two years ago. 


The republicans are resorting to ell sorts 
of deSperate schemes. They issue bulletins 
from their press bureau to the newspapers. 
Their latest is one to the effect that the

He speaks at Duluth next Monday night, 
and then, with his party, boards a private 
car engaged by Chairman Campau, pro-

This sale of the paper has 
so disgusted Mr. Charles A. Edwards, the 
editor, that he kas resigned his posi- 
tion.

LEAVES EARTH'S LAURELS FOR HIGHER GOAL 


Had Just Begun in Harper’s— 
His Books Are Drawings. — 


London, October 8.—George du Maurier, 
the artist: and author, who has been suf- 
fering for some time with heart and Jung 
troubles, died at 2:30 o’clock this morning. 
liis death was peaceful. 

The physicians who attended Du Mau- 
rier announce that his heart has been weak 
for some years and that a fortnight ago 
this affection became aggravated by a chill, 
the effects of which settled upon his 
lungs. 

The voluminous obituary. notices pub- 
lished in the London papers make no ailus- 
ion to his alleged remark to a friend thai 
popularity killed him, and there is every 
reason to believe that he never 80 ex- 
pressed himself. 

George Lewis Palmella du Maurier, artist 
and author, was bern in Paris, March 6, 
1834, and educated in that city, but was a 
British subject. [lis grandparents on his 
father’s side left France during the reign 
of terror. He went ‘to England at the age 
of seventeen and studicd- chemistry under 
Dr. Williamson, at University college, 
London, Afterwards be studied painting in 

‘Paris under the famous M: Gleyre, aiso in 
Antwerp and Dusseldorf. -He first began 
to draw on wood in Bngland for Once a 
Week, afterwards for Punch, and the Corn- 
hill Magazine, and subsequently he joined 
the Punch staff. 

Since that time his weekly drawings made 
him one of the best and most admired of 
contemporary artists and satirists. Mr, 
du Maurier has illustrated Esmond’s ‘The 
Story of a Feather,” Thackeray’s ‘‘Ballads’”’ 
and many other books, He was aiso an 
associate in the Royal Society of Painters, 
in water colors. A special exhibition of 


Tine Art Society in 1885. 

In 1891 Mr. du Maurier published a novel, 
“Peter Ibbetson,” in Harper’s Magazine, 
ard in 1894 his novel, “‘Trilby,”’ appeared. 

The opening pages of his latest work, 
“The Martian,” appeared in the October 
number of Harper’s Magazine. Mr. du 
Maurier has lectured occasionally on sub- 
jects connected wi his work as an ar- 
tist.

When Asked About His’ Resignation 
Does Not Talk Much. : 

London, October 8.—The Daily Mail will 
tomorrow publish an interview with Lord 
Rosebery at Dalmeny Park, his seat in 
Edinburgh.

His only noteworthy remark 
was in response to an allusion to his sud- 
den action in resigning the leadership of 
the liberal party.

FACTS ABOUT PERSIA. 


From The Brooklyn Citizen. 

Persia is 973 miles long and 1,042 wide, 
contains 640,000 square miles of territory, 
and until recent years had no railroads. 
There are no manufacturing interests and 
but one line of telegraph, which simply 
crosses the country from British India. 

While the civilization is one of the old- 
est in the world, it is one of the most 
barbaric. There are a dozen different peo- 
ples, and a million of the inhabitants are 
wandering tent dwellers, and as many 
more live in mud. houses. 

The religion is a variety of Mohamme- 
danism, and the political divisions are gov- 
erned by the sons of the shah. The lucky 
men who marry the daughters of the shah 
become chief men in the kingdom. Of the 
revenue collected one-fourth goes to the 
support of the shah and his family, an- 
other fourth to the priests and the rest to 


the government officers and soldiers. 

The people live chiefly by agriculture, 
and also cultivate silk worms, mine tur- 
quoise and fish for pearls. They make 
about $1,000,000 worth of rugs and carpets 
every year, doing alf the work by hand. 
A wealthy Englishman has control of the 
industry. There is no public debt, and the 
taxes are levied by taking what is wanted 
from wealthy merchants. For this reason 
rich men avoid all display of wealth. 

When a servant ts hired he brings with 
him his whole family, and if he is over 
twelve he has at least one wife and two 


or three children. He has a right to charge 
his master 10 per cent on all purchases he 
makes for the household; and gometimes 
extracts as much from the dealer, thus ac- 
cumulating enough to pay his taxes. Be- 
ing poor does not excuse a man from pay- 
ing these government demands. If he has 
no money or property he is tortured. on 
the theory that he has money somewhere 
and must be made to produce it, 

The marriage relation and the laws gov- 
erning it are a little strange. Polygamy 
is not universal. but there is no law 
against it. The law prescribes that a man 
may have four first-class wives. He mar- 
ries these wives for all time. They are 
usually of the same social rank as him- 
self. In addition to these first-class wives, 
he can have as many second-class wives 
as he wants. gnd it makes no difference 
what rank they come from. The second- 
class wife is married for a certain length 
of time, set out in the contract, and is usu- 
ally paid at marriage. A man may marry 
& woman for a minute or a day or a week 
or 100 years. The custom is, however, to 
marry her for ninety years. In addition 
to all the first and second-class wives, a 
man can haye all the concubines he choos- 
es. It is no discredit to a woman to be a 
second-class wife. If a man has got his 

uota of first-class wives and happens to 

nt a woman of distinction, her parents 
being willing, it is all right for her to gO 
into his household as a second-class wife. 
If a child is born after the term of the 
marriage expires, the oman being a 
short-term wife. the father takes it: and 
maintains it. The divorce laws are liberal 
—for the men. A man can divorce any of 
his wives at will. The law requires that 
he shall announce it publicly to her and 
there shall be witnesses. A written di-

GLADSTONE MAY HANDLE THE REINS AGAIT 


It Is Asserted That Sir William Har- 
court Will Not Be Allowed to 
Aspire to Succession.

London. October 8.—In the political clubs 
it was not expected that Lord Rosebery 
would resign the leadership of his party 
at present, despite the agitation against 
him. The advanced Ifberals desire a more 
progressive and aggressive policy, though 
a large section of the party approve Lord 
Rosebery’s coolness in a time of feverish 
excitement. 

Many of the liberat members of the house 


‘of commons wired: to the officers of the 


liberal party in Westminster today ask- 
ing for information in regard to Lord 
Rosebery’s withdrawal and received the re- 
ply that the ex-premier’s letter of resigna- 
tion was wholly unexpected, not even Mr. 
Ellis, the liberal whip, to whom his letter 
of resignation was addressed, having had a 
hint that it was impending. 

The resignation of Lord Rosebery is the 
sole topic of discussion in the reform and 
national libera] clubs, where it is assumed 
that Sir William Harcourt willl succeed to 
the party leadership, though many of the 
rank and file say that that will not solve 
the situation. 

These persons predict that within a few 
years the progressive apinion of the coun- 
try will compel the present liberal leaders 
to go with their hats in their hands to Mr. 
Chamberlain and atcept his leadership upon 


his own. terms. 
Comments of English Papers. 

The Star, in comment.ng on the resigna- 
tion of Lord Rosebery from the leadership 
of the liberal party, says: 

“Lord Rosebery has resigned and Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt reigns in his stead. The lib- 
eral party will never again be led by a peer, 
Mr. Gladstone chose Lord Rosebery to the 
leadership, and it is Mr. Gladstone who has 
unwittingly deposed him."’ 

Mr. T. P. O’Connor, M. P., says in his 
paper, the Sun: 

‘Lord Rosebery never had a fair chance. 
Whenever he indicated a policy it was im- 
mediately thrown over by his supposed col- 
leagues.) Nevertheless, everybody knows 
that Mr. Gladstone stood outside of the 
painful intrigues, odious bickerings and 
miserable persomalities which defaced and 
wrecked the liberal party since his retire- 
ment.’’ B33! 

The Evening News’ says: ‘‘Lord Rosebery 
has played the man. He declines to lead a 
party, the ragtag: and bobtail of which 
was always barking at his heels. Sheer ig- 
norance has betrayed the radical rump into 
the bog into which if is at present wallow- 
ing.’’ 

The Echo says;.‘‘Lord Rosebery throv€h- 
out has taken a common sense view of the 
eastern and westérn situation, while the 
other liberal leaders have taken narrow 
and more emotiorial views. Lord Rosebery’s 
restgnation will strengthen Lord Salisbury."’ 

The Dublin Freeman's Journal says: 
“Lord Rosebery daily gave striking proof 


_that his views of the foreign policy differed 


from those of his party. His retirement is 
not a surprise. It is his arrival on the road 
toward which he has long been travel- 
ing.’’ 

The St. James Gazette says that the 
jeadership of Lord Rosebery was a more 
signal failure than was ever made by any 
— of equal opportunities and equal prom- 
se. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says the anti-Rose- 
bery agitators have severed the last link 
that connected them with sobriety and 
sanity. 

The Dublin Independent says: “If Sir 
William Harcourt shall be Lord Rosebery’s 
successor the last condition of affairs will 
be worse than the first.”’ 

Daily News and Chronicle. 

London, October 8.—The Daily News, com- 
menting on the earl of Roseberry’s with- 
drawal from the leadership of the liberal 
party, says: 

“Lord Rosebery has allowed himself to 
be maneuvered out of the leadership 
Before he can be asked to resume the posi- 
tion, he must be accorded a vote of con- 
fidence by his colleagues and his party. 
The step taken by his lordship is a very 
grave and lamentable one. It is Mr. Glad- 
stone’s return to the field that has been 
the immediate and perhaps the inevitable 
cause. Mr. Gladstone’s enunciated policy in 
favor of Great Britain’s single-handed ac- 
tion in the east regardless of consequences, 
conflicts with the principles to which Lord 
Rosebery has adhered. In the political 
crisis Mr. Gladstone certainly has not got 
the whole nation nor the nobie party be- 
hind him in that policy.”’ 

The News argues. that, although Mr. 
Gladstone explained that he spoke as a 
public citizen, he cannot divest himself of 
the glamor of his old position and the 
matchless authority which he exercised in 
the party, and that, therefore, when he 
intervened in practical politics, in a sense 
out of harmony with the declarations of 
the recognized leader of the party, he 
obviously made the latter's position very 
difficult. The News article concludes by 
Saying that apart from the consideration 
of his age and health, the fit and proper 
course is for Mr. Gladstone to return to 
the leadership of the party. If he is ready 
for this, assuredly everybody will acquiesce, 
otherwise Lord Roseberry holds the field 
and must be re-elected. His lordship has 
altogether exaggerated and misconceived 
the opposition to him. 

The Daily Chronicle, which has always 
opposed Lord Rosebery’s leadership, con- 
tends that the general tone of the liberal 
policy as regards the east is not reported 
by Lord Rosebery. 

The Chromele pays a high tribute to his 
honesty, and states that it recognizes his 
high qualities, etc., but accepts the decision. , 
The Chronicle acds that the immediate duty 
of the liberals and radicals is clear. Sir 
William Harcourt should succeed Lord 
Koosehery by unquestioned and unques- 
tionable right of service. The article con- 
cludes with an expression of joy at the 
prospect and strength and coherence which 
opens for the first time since Mr. Glad- 
stone’s retirement. The conservative press 
contend that Lord Rosebery’s resignation of 
the liberal leadership will increase the di- 
vision in the ranks of the party.

HE WAS ACTIVE FOR WRIGHT: 


On Day of Election He Went Shy of 
Sanity Without Warning. 


HAD NEVER HEARD OF YOUNG. SEABORN 


Friends Surprised at His Strange Ac- 
tions and Words Take Him in 
Charge—News From Rome.. 


Rome, Ga., October 8.—(Special.)—As the 
result of the intense political excitement 
John Marion, one of the most prominent 
and highly respected farmers of Floyd 
county, is suffering from mental aberration 
at his home a few miles from the city. 

Yesterday a man hamed Daniel came to 
the city to vote and on going to the polls 
he was told that he could novt vote in this 
precinct, but would have to go to Cave 
Spring, eighteen miles below here. Bejng 
a strong supporter of Seaborn Wright, he 
was determined not to lose his vote, so he 
set out to Cave Spring. 

About two miles from the city he met 
John Mariov, and knowing him to be a 
strong Wright man he spoke to him about 
the election, when Marion answered him in 
a very incoherent manner. He told Marion 
that he was on his way to Cave Spring. 

‘‘Where is that?’ asked Marion. ‘I never 


heard of the place before.” 
Daniel was much surprised at the an- 
swer and replied that he was going there 


to vote for Seab Wright. 
‘“‘Who is Seab Wright?” asked Marion in 
a bewildered ‘manner. “I never heard of 


him before.”’ 
- Damiel saw that there was something 
wrong with his friend and began to ques- 
tion him, when he feund that Marion was 
just wandering aimlessly about the country 
and ‘he persuaded him to go home and a 
physician was called in and it was found 
that Marion was unbalanced. Measures 
were immediately taken to quiet him and 
he was reported as improving this morning. 
Marion was for a long time one of the 
most substantial democrats in Floyd coun- 
ty, but two years ago he espoused the 
populist cause and was very active in the 
campaign for Felton against Maddox. When 
this campaign opened he went to work for 
Wright and had been one of the hardest 
workers in the field. When Wright and 
Graves spoke here Tuesday he was one 
of the most enthusiastic men in the au- 
dience. 
stant strain on his mind was too much for

A Delicate Operation. 

Yesterday Drs. Henry Battey, Wynn and 
Harbin performed a delicate and dangerous 
operation upon Professor Robert J. Gwalt- 
ney, assistant superintendent of the Rome 
public schools. Professor Gwaltney has 
long been a sufferer from a tumor in the 
abdominal cavity and from calculous forma- 
tion in the hidneys and the physicians 
found that the only relief was in the use

Professor Gwaltney insisted that the 
operation be performed ard yesterday 
they undertook the task. The patient real- 
ized the danger, and bidding a cheerful 
goodby to his friends, he mounted the 
operating table and was put under the in- 
fluence of ether. An opening twelve inches 
long was made in the abdomen and the 
tumor was removed. It was of large 
growth and weighed fifteen pounds. The 
surgeons then removed the left kidney, 
which was found to. contain a number of 
stones of jagged shape that had caused the 
patient untold suffering. 

The operation required two hours and a 
half to complete it and the patient was 
very much exhausted when it was ended. 
He rested very well last' night, but he has 
mot fully reacted during the day and his 
condition is such as to cause his frieads 
the greatest anxiety. 

A Panther Chase. 

Night before last a party of "possum 
hunters went out. toward Black’s Bluff, 
and returning in the night the growls of 
a panther caused a pantc among the 
members of the party. The orute seemed 
to be a chump of bushes on the rocky 
hillside and one of the young men fired 
his pistol in.the direction of the noise 
which seemed to infuriate the creature 
still more. 

Another member of the party then dis- 
charged his gun in the same direction and 
the growls ceased.- The hunters were pret- 
ty badly shaken up, as this is not the first 
time that a strange wild beast has fright- 
ened the residents of that pcrtion of the 
community. Last night another party was 
organized with guns and pistols and dogs 
to hunt down the beast, but the search was 
unsuccessful. It is believed that a panther 
that has escaped from some menagerie has 
taken up its abode jn the recesses of the 
wild region around Mount Alto and the 
hunters will be on the alert hereafter.

I recognized him as a 
member of my congregation, and he asked 
if he could do anything for me. I took 
pencil and paper from him and wrote a 
telegram to the president of the Southern 
Baptist Missionary Union telling him of my 
danger. The soldier succeeded in smug- 
gMng the telegram through and the next 
ried everything was changed. Instead of 
being shot we were allowed to converse, to 
receive friends, and to have everything but 
liberty. | : 

“TI was afraid that the same danger might 
arise again and asked one of.my members 
to send a telegram to Secretary of State 
Olney telling of my imprisonment and of 
the fact that I was an American citizen. 
Weyler refused to allow the telegram to 
be sent, but my faithful messenger suc- 
ceeded in smuggling it on board a steamer 
and he was arrested just as the steamer 
pulled out. : 

‘The man: confessed to having sent the 
telegram’ and when Weyler heard of it he 
immediately telegraphed to Washington: 
Diaz released.’ That same day I was re- 
leased and with my family I was exiled 
and forced to leave on.the next steamer.”’ 


HORSES. NOT IN DEMAND. 
The Bicycle Has Played Havoc with 
| | * the Trade. 

Imagine a herd of horses aggregating 
125,000, for which no practical use can be 
found. Stockmen of the northwest are to- 
cay considering what disposition can be 
made of this immense number of animals, 
says The New York Herald. 

This great herd roams the prairies of Mon- 
tara, North Dakota, Washington and north- 
ern Idaho, They are grazing upon grass 
that is required for the sustenance of cattle 
and sheep, and are practically worthless for 
any purpose. The cause of this serious 
ecrdition is due to the bicycle and street 
car systems operated by electricity and by 
cable, the use of which within’ the last few. 
years has so largely: Cone away: with the 
emploment of horses. In some of the dis- 
tricts named the harses are increasing so 
rapidly in numbers that they are actually 
crowding live stock, used for supplying the 
meat markets of the country, off ranges 
where they find grass on which to subsist. 

The men who own this vast number of 
horses, ranging as they do over such a 
large expanse of territory, can devise no 
means of relief and they are practically 
helpless. Excellent horses, unbroken. can 
be bought for from $5 to $15 a head, but 
even at this low figure no buyers can be 
found, while the horses, too valuable to be 
destroyed, and at the same time too ex- 
pensive to’keep alive, continue to multiply. 

As a result of the liberal policy adopted 
by the Northern Pacific and other railroad 
companies of the northwest, after measures 
were adopted by the government to circum- 
scribe and keep the Indians within certain 
bounds, the great ranges at one time occu- 
pied by elk,,buffalo, deer and antelope were 
quickly taken up by capitalists who, having 
heard of the fame of this region as hunting 
grounds, established ranches there and be- 
gan rais'ng stock on a large scale. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars were invested 
in cattle and large herds of stock bought in 
Texas, Arizona and other states and territo- 
ries in the southwest and driven to the rich 
ranges in northern Idaho, North Dakota, 


| Washington and Montana to fatten on the 


nutritious bunch grass which grows so luxe 
uriantly there. Immense fortunes were 
made in this way and cattle kings were 
numbered by the score. Many capitalists 
invested in sheep and raised wool, but the 
rapid increase in the herds and changes in 
the tariff laws so affected prices. that it 
pe found that the investment no longer 
paid. 

Among these stockmen: were many who 
raised herds of horses, either separately 
or in conjunction with cattle. When the 
Northern Pacific railroad was completed 
much greater accessibility to the horse 
markets of the east was possible. So en- 
couraging was the investment in horses 
that many owners increased their herds 
to as high as 10,000 or 12,000 head. 

Attention was given to raising finer 
grades of horses and abandoning the half- 
breeds and broncho grades. Large draught 
horses, at one time, found ready sales in 
the eastern markets and in Europe. It was 
also thought that there would be an excel- 
lent market for horses in large cities, 
where street car companies use these ani- 
mals for motive power. For a number of 
years there was much profit in raising 
stock for street car use, but when elec- 
tricity and the cable system were adopted 
the profits in horse raising gradually di- 
minished until, instead of there being 
gains, there was constant loss. | 

Importations of fine breeding stock from 
Kentucky and the eastern states, as well 
as from England and Scotland, were made, 
but it was found that the horse industry 
was on the decrease. Shipments to eastern 
and middle, western states over one rail- 
road alone dropped from 10,000 thead yearly 
to 2,000. To such an extent did the market 
depreciate that instead of making money 
horse owners found that they stood a good 
chance of going into bankruptcy. _ 

Then the bicycle came into general use 
and the horse raising industry received its 
final blow. Those who had been in’ the 
habit of using saddle horses found that a 
bicycle did not require to be “broken in,” 
nor did it*require feeding or stabling, 
while in many ways the machine was ca- 
pable of being applied to greater use than 
a horse. 

This surplus of 125,000 horses consists not 
alone of bronchos or cattle horses, but in it 
may be found such stock as coach and 
Clydesdale horses, nearly all of which, 
however, are unbroken. Among them are 
the descendants of some very high-priced 
Stallions. One rancher near Walla Walla. 
Wash., has 3,000 horses on his range, all of 
which are finely bred. These he is willing 
to sell at $10 per head, “‘big and Hittle,.”* as 
the saying is among cattle men, which 
means colts.as well as the grown animal. 
He can find no purchaser for his stock. 

The question which is , now agitating 
these stockmen is: “What can be done to 
rid the ranges of this immense number of 
horses, in order that “pasturage may tLe

Senator Hoar on Bimetallism. 

If Senator George F. Hoar, of Massa- 
chusetts, should decide to enter the cam- 
paign at this late day and make. a num- 
ber of speeches on the line of his recent 
interview in The New York Journal, 
he would no doubt play havoc with the 
gold sentiment in New England.

he is sincere; for ike has, in the most de- 
liberate way, given in his adhesion to 
the gold standard, under the operations 
of which the trusts and’mone¢ have 
been bred and nurtured. Maintain the 
gold standard and the trusts will flour- 
ish even though the statute book be 
crammed with anti-trusts laws. In the 
body politic as well as in the physical 
body the only way to eure a malignant 
disease is to eradicate the cause that 
produces it. 

« The malign influences of the trusts 
and monopolies might be somewhat mit- 
igated by applying the law to them, but 
this relief would be but temporary. 
Scotched in one direction, ‘tthe trusts 
would break out rankly and dangerously 
in other directions. In fine, the mo- 
nopoly of money which is possible un- 
der our present financial system is more 
powerful than the law. Cleveland ex- 
pressed this idea when he informed Gov- 
ernor Oates, of Alabama, that the big 
banks had the treasury by the leg. The 
trouble in this case was not the treas- 
ury. The Benedicts and that crowd 
had Cleveland by the leg, and, as they 
had him then, so they have him now. 

With the gold standard abolished in 
favor of bimetalism we should have 
no dangerous trusts and monopilies and 
no anti-trust law would be necessary. 
The money supply could not be cor- 
nered, for it would be large enough to 
enable competitors everywhere to stand 
out against the combines that sought to 
absorb them.

The 40,000 majority received 
pleases them very ntfuch and they are more 
than satisfied with the result of the elec- 
tion. 


REGISTRARS RECEIVE SUMMONS 


Justice Montgomery Charges They 
Have Been Too Officious. 
Raleigh, N. C., October 8.—(Spicial.)—On 
application of Republican State Chairman 
Holton, Associate Justice Montgomery, of 
the supreme court, this afternoon cited E. 
L. Reed and E, O. Curtis, democratic reg- 
istrars of election at Winston, to appear 
before him here at chamfbers next Tuesday, 
to show why they should not register 
persons. Montgomery in his order, which 
is lengthy, defines the duty of a registrar 
to be to swear an elector, ask his name, 
age and residence and record his answer. 
He says a registrar has no right to under- 
take to pass upon the qualifications of elec- 
tors; that the day for challenging is Oc- 
tober 24th, and that October 3ist is trial 
day. He finds, as a fact, that Reed and 
Curtis were either ignorant of their duties 
or were in a combination to prevent regis- 

tration. 


WHAT NORTH CAROLINA OWES. 


Debt Statement of the State Issued 
Yesterday. 

Raleigh, N. C., October 8.—(Special.)—The 
North Carolina debt statement was made 
public today. The 4 per cent consolidated 
debt is $31,360,700. To complete the taking 
up of all outstanding bonds requires only 
$255,090 more of 4 per cents. The 6 per cent 
debt is $2,720,000. This is for bonds issued 
in aid of the construction of the North 
Carolina railway. The state receives from 
the. Southern railway for the lease of 
this road $195,000 annually and six years 
later is to receive $210,000 annually under 
the terms of the ninety-nine year lease. 


WHAT DID THEY GET? 


Judge Watts Declares They Did Not 
Sell for 110. 


Norfolk, Va., October 8.—(Special.)— 
Judge Leigh R. Watts, general counsel of 
the G@eaboaré Air-Line, who yesterday 
positively denied the sale of the stock 
held in pool by Messrs. McLane and Rob- 
inson and himself, was today shown a 
special dispaittch from Richmond stating 
that not only had the stock been sold, but 
that the contract transferring the block 
to the Ryan syndicate had been signed 
on the part of the pool by the judge him- 
self. 

“I have nothing whatever to say regard- | 
ing the telegram and still decline to deny 
or affirm the reported sale of the road. I 
re-affirm what I said yesterday, that none 
of the stock held by myself, Mr. Robinson 
or Mr. ‘McLane has been sold at 110.” 

Further than this Judge Watts would 
say nothing and in the continued absence 
of President Hoffman and Vice President 
St. John, nothing authoritative could be 
learned as to the policy of the road under 
its new ownership. The reported Hoffman 
pool is positively being formed and if Mr. 
Ryap, is reckoning without thig scheme 
he téiy have trouble ahead, | 
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The Palmer and Buckner men did more 
than raise a banner yesterday. They held 
a secret confab. In the privacy of gold 
headquarters at 14% South Broad street, 
within a few yards of the banner, the gold 
men met and discussed—what it is not 
known. Perhaps it was the great big demo- 
cratic majority of Wednesday’s election, 
which presages the bigger victory of No- 
vember 3rd for democracy.

That committee 
will get to work in a few days and then 
the hopeless fight to defeat Bryan in this 
state will begin.

The Central of Georgia and the Louisville 
and Nashville are having trouble of their 
ow! these autumn days.

Under the old arrangement, the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and the Central had 
a joint interest in the lease of the Georgia, 
having subleased the company from Colo- 
nel Wiliam Wadley, formerly president of 
the Central. The sublessees agreed to pay 
a rental of $600,000 qa year to the Georgia 
railroad’s stockholders. For years the joint 
lessees went along and paid the rental all 
each putting up half when there

Then. in the course of time, the Central 
was sold out and among its assets was a 
half interest in the lease of the Georgia. 
This was bought in by Messrs. Samuel 
Thomas and Thomas Ryan for the new 
company. But now the Louisville and 
Nashville declines to accept the new Cen- 
tral as a joint partner in the lease and is 
caring for the rental all by itself. It is 
said that Messrs. Lawton & Cunningham, 
the Central’s attorneys, went UP from Sa- 
vannah to Augusta last week to pay $100,- 
000, the amount of half the deficit on the 
lease, but the Georgia’s representative de- 
clined to accept .he amount, saying that 
it had already been paid. 

From all of this it is inferred that the 
Louisville and Nashville prefers to retain 
sole control of the Georgia, even though 
it has to make good the whole deficit. The 
significance of this is that the Louisville 
and Nashville intends to have its own inde- 
pendent outlet to tlfe Atlantic coast through 
Atlanta. At Augusta Mr. Smith has the 
Savannah river and the South Carolina and 
Georgia railroad for connections. The 
South Carolina and Georgia runs to 
Charleston. This means much right now 
when the Seaboard Air-Line, which is thc 
Louisville and Nashville's friendly connec- 
tian at Atlanta, has been bought by Mr. 
Thomas Ryan, one of the principal owners 
of the Central. Under its new manage- 
ment the Seaboard will be more friendly 
to the Southern and the Central at At- 
lanta than it will be to the Louisville and 
Nashville. But with sole control of the 
Georgia, Mr. Milton Smith will be inde-

pendent of the other roads centering here | 


and will be in a position to give Atlanta 
an independent outlet to the coast. It ts

months ago that they had a-plan on to 
scale down the rental. At present there 
is a prospect of a litigation between the 
two great systems over the Central’s right 
in- the lease, for the Central does not even 


-seem to be disposed to surrender its in- 


terest in the control without a protest and 
an effort. to hold on. 


CATCHING UP. 


Other Papers Are Coming on With the 
News of the Sale. 

The news of the sale of the Seaboard to 
Mr. Thomas F. Ryan and associates was 
generally published yesterday morning 
throughout the south, 24 hours after The 
Constitution announced it. A careful ex- 
amination of all the southern papers shows 


that The Constitution scooped the whole 


journalistic outfit on this important trans- 
action, which means the obliteration from 
the railroad map of the greatest rate 
slasher east of the Mississippi, and that 
is saying a great deal. 

All the other papers appear to have over- 
looked the significance of the harmony 
which prevailed at the annual meeting of 
the Seaboard and Roanoke’s stockholders, 
at Portsmouth on Tuesday. Sut that very 
Rarmony was pregnéent with suspicion, and 
it turned out that the pool of Seaboara 
stock had been sold to Mr. Ryan, and that 


‘necounted for the tranquillity which per- 


vaded the meeting. 

There are some who suspect that Gen- 
eral John Gill was really assisting Presi- 
cont Hotiiman in making the deu, though 
working ostensibly in antagonism to him 
and his management. 

No significance is attachec to the denials 
of some members of the pool that they 
have sold out their holdings. It was nor 
intended that the sale of the ‘control sould 
he made public for some time to come, as 
it was feared that the public would not be 
placated easily. It was feared that cities 
like Atlanta mignt feel that they were 
being bottled up and make trouble aiong 
lines already set by Vice Presidemt Si. 
John. And it may be that the fears were 
well founded, as there was a rumor yeSter- 
day that some leral er legislative action 
would be undertaken. Something may de- 
velop on this line within a few days. 

The Seaboard’s management has ‘worked 
up general sympathy for its cause, and 
this is figured out to be one of the reaSons 
for the haste in completing the deal. The 
rate cutting, the letters and the sympathy 
racket, all were factors, moving Mr. Ryan 
to secure control of the Seaboard ai any 
cost. 

While Vice President St. John has had 
the criticism for demoralizing the railroad 
situation in the south as it had never 
been demoralized before, he is ‘now cred- 
ited with forcing the deal. President HEloftr- 
man said in one of h‘s numerous letters 
that the opposition steamer line On ihe 
Chesapeake bay meant death to the Sea- 
board if r was not removed, and added 
that the Seaboard might just as well die 
a hasty death as a lingering one, but he 
remarked incidentally that others wouid 
be made sick unto death before the fight 
was over. Inasmuch as President Hoff- 
man’s brother-in-law was one of the men 
who made the deal for the stock with Mr. 
Ryan and Mr. Gill, it is not to he supposed 
that the president held his stock out and 
refused to sell. 

There is nothing new so far as to what 
will be done with the present organization 
of the Seaboard. The men have demon-

TALK THE SEABOARD DEAL. 


BALTIMOREANS TRYING TO GET 
FACTS OF THE “RANSACTIONS. 


But Gill Is Giving Out but Little 
Information Except as to. 
the Price Paid. 


Baltimore, Md., October 8.—The absorp- 
tion by the New York syndicate, headed 
by Thomas F; Ryan, of the Seaboard and 
Roanoke railway and the Baltimore Steam 
Packet Company, continues to be the one 
topic of discussion among financiers of 
this city. The same secrecy that charac- 
terized the early stages of the negotiations 
is still observed, and it is hard to obtain 
anything like a clear idea of the transac- 
tion. It is Known that General John Gill, 
president of the Mercantile Trust and De- 
posit Company, had, up to the time of 
his leaving Portsmouth to attend the 
stockhohlers’ meeting, on Tuesday, se- 
cured 2,700 shares of the Seaboard and 
Roanoke stock, while President R. Cur- 
zon Hoffman carried with him, including 
his own holdings, 4,000 shares. General 
Gill had guaranteed $100 per share to the 
owners of the block which he represented. 
It was stated today by.one in a position 
to know that Mr. Hoffman declined the 
offer of the New Yorkers to purchase the 
4,000 "shares which he held at that price, 
and finally closed the deal with them at 
$110. 

The syndicate insisted on having turned 
over to them the controlling interest in 
the packet company, without which the 
Seaboard would be bottled up at Norfolk. 
A block of the stock is owned by the Sea- 
board and Roanoke, but it lacked consid- 
erable of the coveted majority, and the 
representatives of the voting pool pres- 
ent at'the conference guaranteed to sell the 
necessary shares, the par value of which 
is $1,000. Fifteen hundred dollars a share 
is said to have been paid by the New 
Yorkers for the securities. General Gill 
was asked today by a reporter for the 
Southern Associated Press if he desired 
to make public a statement concerning the 


transaction. He replied: 

“Tl have only one statement'to make. I 
desire. the public to understand that the 
price I obtain for the stock of the Sea- 
board and Roanoke Railroad Company, 
for which I have taken options and am 
still taking options at $100 per share, is the 
price which will be paid to the holders of 
said stock, in accordance with the terms 
of said option. This includes my own 
stock, and that is the largest individual 
holding signed to that:.agreement.”’

TO STRENGTHEN THE SYSTEM. 


Caroiina Lines To Be Added as Pre- 
dicted in The Constitution. 


Baltimore, October 3.—In addition to se- 
curing a controlling interest in the stock 
of the Seaboard and. Roanoke railroad, the 
New York syndicate, headed by Mr. Thom- 
as F. Ryan and Colonel George B. Harvey, 
has also secured centrol of the Baltimore 
Steam Packet Company. This company, 
more familiarly known as the Bay Line, 
operates a line of steamers which forms 
the connecting link between Baltimore and 
with the Seaboard Air-Line 
system, of which the Seaboard and Roan- 
oke is the parent company. The Steam 
Packet Company has $400,000 in capital 
stock, divided into 400 shares of $1,000 


each. 

Hitherto this company has had a separate 
stock debt from that of the Seaboard and 
Roanoke and has been held as an individu) 
corporation, although the management was 
made up of the same interests which con- 
trolled thea,Seaboard and Roanoke. Usually 
the same board of directors controlled the 
operations of the two companies. 

It is stated to be the intention of the 
purchasers as soon as they came into con- 
trol of the properties to combine thé stock 
indebtedness of these companies and form 
one corporation, having its northern ter- 
minus at Baltimore. The capital stock of 
the new corporation will depend on the 
earnings of the two companies. 

Enlarging the System. 

The syndicate, it is said, will build up a 
system in the south composed of the Sea- 
board Air-Line, Port Royal and Augusta 
and other lines in that section already 
controlled by Mr. Ryan and those asso- 
ciated with him, ‘* 

The syndicate, it is stated, now controls 
about 6,700 shares of the 11,000 shares of the 
Seaboard and Roanoke stock. This is made 
up of the 4,000 shares held in pool by Judge 
Watts, of Portsmouth, Va.; Louis McLane, 
of Baltimore, and Moncure Robinson, of 
Philadelphia, and of the options on about 
2,700 shares obtained by the Mercantile 
Trust Company, of this city. 

The primary cause of the purchase was 
to get rid of the policy of rate cutting in- 
augurated under the management of the 
two companies, and to restore harmony 
among the southern lines in-place of the 
present hostilities. 

A Card From Mr. Hoffman. 

The following card is published here to- 
day: 

“To the Stockholders of the Seaboard 
and Roanoke Railroad Company: I do not 
desire to enter into a newspaper discussion 
as to the right or wrong of the action of 
the financial agency of the Seaboard Air- 
Line, but Mr. Gill has asked me one direct 
question, which I will answer. 

“I do not consider it to the interest of 
any stockholder to give an option on his 
stock, and particularly at $100 a share, as 
I consider the Seaboard and Roanoke kKall- 
road Company’s stogk intrinsically worth 
more, because there is in the treasurf of 
that company stocks and bonds to the. par 
value of more than the capital stock. This 
is entirely outside of the holdings of that 
company, which control about 1,000 miles 
of road, or the property. terminals, road- 
bed, etc. I therefore say that the stock 
of the Seaboard and Roanoke railroad is 
intrinsically worth much more than par 
and where a control is desired by any other 
line more than double par. Where is there 
another case in which 1,000 miles of raii- 
road is controlled by a company with a 
capital stock of $1,38%,400? And is this stock 
not worth over $100 per share?

NEWMAN'S OPINION FILED. 


He States the Position of the Court in 
a Railroad Suit. 

Judge Newman yesterday filed in the 
United States court his opinion on the bil} 
filed by E. EY. Jones, receiver of the Chat- 
tanooga, Rome and Columbus _§ railroad, 
against Fred D. Schlapback and Benjamin 
D. Harbin, asking Judge Newman to enjoin 
them from prosecuting a suit that is now 
pending in the city court of Floyd county. 
The suit was brought against Receiver 
Jones because ,the railroad had built a dam 
that has caused damage to the plaintiff's 
property. In support of Receiver Jones's 
motion to have the two men enjoined from 
suing him he argues that he was appoint- 
ed receiver after the dam had been built 
and is not subject to suit on account of it, 

Judge Newman’s opinion reviews the evi- 
dence in the bill and then sums up the sit- 
uation as follows: 

“If the suit was proceeding against Jones 
for his own acis, as receiver, I should be 
disposed to allow it to proceed to judg- 
ment: if the counsel for the plaintiffs in 
the city court are. disposed to proceed 
against the receiver in that way, and only 
for his own acts. I will not grant the in- 


junction against the further prosecution of. 


the suit. I am quite clear that where a 
suit is proceeding in any other rourt 
against a receiver of the circuit court, for 
acts other tha nhis own, as rereiver, the 
suit should be enjoined. Unless it is made 
to appear here, therefore. that the suit in 
the city court will proceed only in the 
manner indicated, an injunction will issue 
as prayed for. 

“In the event an injunction should issue, 
tHe plaintiffs in the city court, Schlapback 
and Harbin, by proper intervengion in this 
receivership case, or, indeed," by proper 
pleadings in this separate case instituted 
by the receiver against them, can have 
their claim investigated here and their 
rights ascertained and determined as effeci- 
ually as in any other court of competent 
jurisdiction.

Mr. Sam Parrott, receiver of the Colum- 
bus Southern, has notified Commissioner 
Rfhardson, of the Southern States PaSsen- 
ger Association, that his road will remain 
Some time ago the Columbus 
Southern gave notice of its purpose to 
withdraw, but has since canceled the no- 
tice. The notice was first given simply for 
the reason that the road has very little 
competitive passenger traffic. 


Two Train Loads of Hay. 

The Southern brought into Atlanta on 
Tuesday two special hay trains, decoraicd 
with banners, announcing that they were 
shipped by the A. T. Lowry Grain Com- 
pany, of Missouri. There were forty-six 
ears, They came south over the Missouri.

Mysterious Killing six Miles from Atlanta 
~ Wednesday Night. 
ONE NEGRO SHOOTS ANOTHER 


And Witnesfes Claim It Was an 
' Accident. 


BOTH MEN LOVED THE SAME WOMAN 


County Officers Are Investigating 
and Arrests May Follow—The 
Coroner’s Inquest. 


A killing which borders close on to both 
a murder and an accident occurred on the 
Mason and Turner’s Ferry road, six miles 
from Atlanta, Wednesday night. It was re- 
ported to the police yesterday morning. 

As a result Pritchard Maxwell, a negro 
forty-one years of age, lies cold in death 
with a bullet in his heart, fired from a 
pistol in the hands of Jim Hutchinson, also 
colored, and a cousin of the dead man. 

The affair was very mysterious. While 
the house was full of people at the time of 
the shooting, and all say it was an accti- 
dent, yet the officers nod their heads sig- 
nificantly and state the affair will bear an 
investigation. 

Maxwell and Hutchinson were neighbors 
and lived on the Joe Warren place. Up to 
‘Wednesday they had always apparently 
been good friends. At 7 o'clock that night 
while some of Maxwell's family were in 
bed and others were sitting around the 
fireside the two men became engaged in a 
scuffle and two shots were fired from 
Hutchinson’s pistol. One missed; the other 
took effect in Maxwell's left side just 
above the heart. He died in about half an 
hour. 9. 

At least half a dozen witnesses state the 
two men were playing. County Officer 
Shepherd was notified of the killing yes- 
terday morning and immediately began an 
investigation. He regards the case with 
suspicion and it is probable that an ar- 
rest will be made in the near future. 

; Woman in the Case. 

The point which makes the shooting look 
suspicious is that there is a colored woman 
in the case who has played a very sus- 
picious part in the lives of both men for 
some time. She lives in the same neigh- 
borhood and it has been noticed that both 
Maxwell and Hutchinson have been deeply 
in love with her. Both were accustomed to 
visit the girl, but it ts not known positively 
that there was bad feeling between them 
on this account. : 

The officers are rather inclined to be- 
lieve that Maxwell was shot by a jealous 
hand, and that it is a case of murder. 
This fact, however, will be hard to sub- 
Stantiate, they say, for all witnesses in 
that neighborhood deciare it was accidental 
as far as they know. 

Officer Shepherd does not deem the evi- 
dence sufficiently strong now to make any 
arrests, but he is still working on the 
case and Hutchinsen may ‘recline behind 
sail bars yet, suspected of a horrible crime. 

Hutchinson, however, is apparently very 
much grieved over::the alleged accident. 
ife declares he ant Maxwell were on the 
best of terms and ‘that the killing was 
purely unintentional. 

The Coroner’s Inquest. 

Coroner Patien was notified yesterday 
morning, and he drove to the scene of the 
shooting in the afternoon and held an in- 
quest. The evidence introduced consisted 
mainly of witnesses related to Hutchinson, 
and the proof was strong that it was an 
accident. The jury brought in a verdict to 
that effect. 

It may be possible thar the story of the 
Hutchinson people is correct, and that -the 
shooting was accidental. The authorities, 
though, regard the circumstances with 
suspicion, and state that the fact that two 
shots Were fired renders sufficient grounds 
for an investigation. ‘

FOR DEFENSE OF CHARLESTON. 


Government Force Begins Work on 
Sullivan’s Island. 

Columbia, S. C.,- October °8.—(Special.)—

Barrett A. Logan is a traveling man, 
who occasionally drops in on the Gate 
City.

At noon the jolly drummer walked up 
Whitehall street taking in the sights and 
narrowly escaped being taken in by several 
policemen.

The horse was not 
tied, and the owner was not In sight.

This conveyance belonged to Mr. W. A. 
Pulver, the well-known capitalist. He had 
stepped into High's store for some pur- 
chases, and on coming out was astonished 
to find his buggy nowhere in sight. The 
old man immediately became ‘furious. and 
swore eternal vengeance on the man who 
had stolen it. He then notified the police, 
and got on a car and went to his home in 
West End, thoroughly exasperated. 

In the meantime Logan and his dusky 
protege were taking in the town in grand 
style. They drove around the center of 
the city for half an hour, and by this time 


both were so drunk they did not have 


sense enough to know where ‘they 


were at.”’ 

Then it .was that the “horse sense’’ 
came in.

Mr. Thomas E,. Watson's letter of ac- 
ceptance is hanging fire. It was to appear 
on Wednesday, but it came not. Nor did 
it greet an expectant public yesterday, 
and it may be two or three more days be- 
fore it is sprung. 

Mr. ‘Watson has drafted it in his mind 
and has even made some rough notes. He 
intended to devote a part of last Tuesday 
and Wednesday to it, but a severe attack 
of tonsilitis appeared in the nominee's 
throat and he had tosuspend. A physician 
advised him to stop work for a few days, 
and told him that he ought not to attempt 
to dictate. 

Mr. Watson has not traveled as nifny 
thousand miles or delivered as many 
speeches as Mr. Bryan has, but he has done 
more of both than Mr. Sewall. Mr. Bryan 
had his tonsilitis when te delivered his 
speech of acceptance in New York last Au- 
gust. Now Mr. Watson has a sore throat 
when he is preparing ‘his acceptance. Still 
this does not indicate that Bryan and Wat- 
son are to be elected together. 

Mr. Watson went down to his home at 
Thomson, Ga., on Tuesday night after the 
populist rally here, which he could. not 
attend by reason of his sore throat. Per- 
haps today he will be able to do some work 
on the letter. Last week there was some 
doubt about his accepting the nomination, 
All that doubt has disappeared. The letter 
will not decline the nomination. On the 
contrary, Mr. Watson says, he would 
rather lay his neck on a block than re- 
tire in favor of a bloated bondholder. He 
says that principle is not all there is in 
this campaign—not by a great deal. The 
populist party must be maintained, and 
the only way to hold it together, says Mr. 
Watson, is for its nominees to refuse to 
fuse. He fears that there is such a thing 
as fusing a party out of existence. The 
older party might absorb the smaller one 
if the fusion idea were extended very far. 
In his letter Mr. Watson will probably 
write down some of his views on that point, 
and they will not be complimentary to 
Senator ‘Marion Butler. Mr. Watson will 
also make some remarks on the principles 
of the populist party, not confining himself 
to silver at 16 to 1. The whole St. Louis 
platform will be indorsed and some of 
the planks may be elaborated.

ENGLAND’S BIGGEST PENSION. 


It Is Drawn by the Duke of Richmond 
and Is $95,000. 


From The New York Journal. 

The biggest annual pension that is paid 
in any part of the world is $95,000. The 
duke of Portland is the recipient, and he 
has never moved a finger or a leg to ac- 
quire this vast annuity, which is perpetual, 
passing from son to son, for no other rea- 
son than that the first duke of Portland 
had a pull with Charles II. 

According to The Army and Navy Jour- 
nal, in 1676 Charles II granted to the duke 
of Portland a pension of £19,000 a year, in 
perpetuity, in liue of a duty of one shill- 
ing a chaldron on all coals exported from 
the Tyne. Up to 1799 the family had re- 
ceived as proceeds of the duty upward of 
£2,000,000 sterling, and in July, 1799, the 
duty was commuted for an annual pay- 
ment in perpetuity of £19,000 a year from 
the consolidated found. As security for its 
payment consols to the value of £633,333 6s 
9d were purchased. In the following year 
£485,434 4s 7d worth of these consols were 
sold, and the proceeds invested in land, 
and during the present reign the remainder 
of the consols was sold and the proceeds 
similarly invested. 

Taking the annual payment on account 
of pensions at present time, Earl Nelson 
is in receipt of the highest, outside the 
royal annuities, viz, £5,000 per annum, pay- 
able in- perpetuity to all and every one of 
the heirs male to whom the title of Earl 
Nelson shall descend, 

The duke of Wellington’s annual pension 
of £4,000 is for life, and Lord Rodney’s pen- 
sion of £2,000 fis, like that of Earl Nelson, 
perpetual. The amount of royal annuities, 
excluding the queen’s grant of £385,000, is 
£173,000, and, counting the pensions for na- 
val and military ¢ervices, £27,700; political 
and civil, £15,086; judicial, £70,705, besides 
a large number of miscellaneous pensions, 
the total ccmes to £316,768 yearly.

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Clayton Prosecution Held Up by the 
Aldermnic Board Yesterday. 


THE REPORT IS SIDETRACKED

Aldermen Say Clayton Was Not Given 
a Fair Chance To Explain. 


HE AGREED TO SETTLE JUNE? LAST 


City Accepted His Offer Then and It 
Was Understood That There 
Would Be No Prosecution.

The movement to prosecute Thomas A. 
Clayton, city, sexton, has been held up. 

It seems that. the sensational report of 
the cemetery committee, adopted by the 
council last Monday afternoon, recommend- 
ing that Clayton be held criminally ac- 
countable for his alleged misdoings will be 
sidetracked. 

The aldermanic board has stepped into 
the middle of the fray and with one swoop 
the work of the cemetery committee of five 
months’ has been laid on the table. At 
its meeting yesterday afternoon the board 
declined to concur in the action of the 
council, but, instead; voted to postpone 
the matter. It was stated by Mr. Howell, 
of the board, that Sexton Clayton had not. 
been given a fair opportunity to be heard 
by the cemetery committee, and that he 
had been held up by the public in an un- 
enviable light without having had a chance 
to explain the many charges against him. 

The postponement Was made on the state- 
ment of Mr. Arnold Broyles, attorney for 
Clayton, that his client would settle his in- 
debtedness to the city inside of two weeks 
if given an opportunity to do so. Mr. 
Broyles and other said that Mr. Clay- 
ton stands ready to meet his obligations 
as shown by the report of the cemetery 
committee and that he will pay the al- 
leged shortage of something over $1,400. 

There was an interesting discussion on 
the matter in the aldermanic board. Chair- 
man Woodward, of the cemetery commit- 
tee, argued that to postpone the matter 
would be in the face of the vnanimous 
action of the council of Monday, when 
it was decided to push the case against 
Clayton and prosecute him for the alleged 
irregularities in Office. Mr. Woodward 
said that the city ought to hold its public 
officers strictly accountable for their con- 
duct in office and that none who corrupt 
their office or misappropriate its funds 
should be allowed to escape, He said that 
the affairs of the sexton’s office were 
found to be in a deplorable condition, and 
the alderman urged his associates to stand 
by the council and concur in the report of 
the committee, which carries with it the 
direction to the city attorney to take steps 
to prosecute Clayton. 

Agreed To Let Him Settle. 

Alderman Dimmock raised an issue in 
the case which, it seems, will have an im- 
portant bearing on the matter. He said 
that at the time the-apparent shortage of 
Sexton Clayton becameknown the ceme- 
tery committee was-instructed to investi- 
gate the matter ané@ ascertain the amount 
of the shortage.” THe sexton made no de- 
nial that he owed the city and he sent a 
communication to the council in which he 
agreed to settle his indebtedness. In con- 
sideration of that proposition the council 
adopted a resolution accepting the proposi- 
tion and agreeing to allow the sexten to 
settle with the city and then resign = his 
office. 

Alderman Dimmock made the point that 
it would be inconsistent for the city to 
repudiate that agreement and now prose- 
cute Clayton without allowing him an op- 
portunity to settle with the city. 


Alderman Howell Takes a Hand. 

Alderman Howell took a hand in the dis- 
cussion and he said that Mr. Woodward's 
committee had not given Sexton Clayton 
a fair chance to disprove the charges 
against him. 

“Did you ever invite Mr. Clayton to ap- 
pear before your committee, Mr. Wood- 
ward?’ said Mr. Howell. ‘Is it fair to 
bring in a sensational report holding up 
Ciayton’s alleged irregularities without 
ever having theard from him in reply to the 
charges? Your committee was instructed 
to investigate this matter, but you come 
here with only one side of the case. I be- 
lieve that Mr, Clayton ought to be given 
a fair opportunity to explain and settle 
his indebtedness before further action is 
taken on this matter.”’ 

Mr. Woodward said that Attorney Broylés 
and Sexton Clayton had been notified that 
the investigation was in progress some- 
time ago, but that the sexton never ap- 
peared or offered to explain anything. 

The motion td postpone the matter so 
that Sexton Clayton could arrange to make 
a settlement was adopted by a yea and 
hay vote, called for by Alderman Wood- 
ward. All of the aldermen voted to post- 
pome, except Mr. Woodward, those present 
being Adamson, Howell, Dimmock, Tolbert, 
Colvin, Hirsch and Woodward. 


Tho Sexton’s Letter Recalled. 
On June 4th last Sexton Clayton sent the 
followiny letter to the council committee: 
“Atlanta, Ga., June 4, 1896.—To the Ceme- 
tery Committee of the General Council of 
Atlanta—Gentiemen: In compliance with 
the request of your chairman I herewith 
submit the following proposition of settle- 
ment: I will settle whatever indebtedness 
I may be owing to the city of Atlanta that 
is just and legal, and stand ready to ten- 
der my resignation when said settlement is 
made. In making this proposition I most 
emphatically deny that I had any intention 
to defraud the city out of sne cent, and 
deny that I have done anything crimina}. 
Respectfully submitted, 
“THOMAS A. CuUAYTON: 
“Sexton.” 


The City Agreed To Settle It. 

The following resolution was adopted by. 
the council at the instance of Chairman 
Woodward, when the sexton’s letter was 
read: 

“2. That the suspénsion of said T. A. 
Clayton as sexton of Oakland cemetery be 
eontinued wntil final setlement is made 
by ‘him of all shortage due the city and 
the acceptance of his resignation.”’

Atlanta’s bicycle racers are happy. They 
have demonstrated to the public that 4s 
successful races can be held here as else- 
where. 

The entire racing element turned out yes- 
terday afternoon to add their numbers to 
the large crowd that had gathered to wit- 
ness the bicycle races. They expected to 
see some fine racing and many records 
broken and they were not disappointed. 

The races held yesterday afternoon were 
without a doubt the most successful ever 
held in this city, and the racing men are 
very much gratified with the results.

ABOUT THE ARCTIC REGION. 


Lieutenant Peary Talks of the North 
Pole. 
From The New York Advertiser. 

Lieutenant Robert E. Peary, United 
States navy, who has spent the greater 
part of the last five years so near the 
north pole that he could almost see the 
top of it, and who reathed Sidney, Cape 
Breton, from his latést.excursion a week 
ago on his ship to Hope, arrived in the city 
yesterday. 

Lieutenant Peary’s last summer in the 
polar regions was almost entirely devoted 
to collecting Arctic specimens, and his 
party did not try to push into the hitherto 
unattained latitude. Polaris House, in lati- 
tude 78 degrees thirty minutes north, 
which was reached by Hall in 1872, was the 
limit of the lieutenant’s exploration, and 
from. there he worked back, picking up as 
he came the scientific parties headed by 
Professor Albert Burton, of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, which 
spent five weeks at Omenak fjord, Green- 
land, and Professor Ralph Tarr, of Cornell 
university, which had been landed at Wil- 
cox Head, south of Melville bay. These 
parties, although they went out on the 
Hope, were in no way connected with Lieu- 
tenant Peary’s expedition. Their geologi- 
cal discoveries and studies of ice forma- 


' tions and other natural phenomena of the 


northern seas have had most valuable re- 
sults, and the institutions sending them out 
will be further rewarded by fine collections 
of specimens. 

After landing the second expedition Lieu- 
tenant Peary proceeded nearly 100 miles 
further north, and although considerable 
trouble was experienced with the ice, 
which was unusually heavy, the party had 
uniformly favorable weather for the prose- 
cution of their work. How well they suc- 
ceeded in this is shown by the fact that 
Lieutenant Peary will shortly be followed 
to this city by two car loads of valuable 
specimens of animal life and native im- 
plements, together with some tons of fossil 
remains from the frozen zones, This 
unique collection goes to the American 
Museum of Natural History in this city, 
it having been secured expressly for it by 
Lieutenant Peary. Besides this the expedi- 
tion brought back, as the result of a ten- 
hour chase over the ice floes, two large 
specimens of the polar bear—polaris and 
cassiopea—and a team fo ten Eskimo 
dogs. The bears were caught with 
goes, and their capture was attended with 
considerable danger to the hunters. Ar- 
ticles of Eskimo wearing apparel of every 
known sort, weapons, boats, household 
utensils from Greenland, Cumberland gulf 
and Hudson straits are included in the col- 
lection now on its way to this city, as well 
as skeletons of Arctic birds and animals, 
skins of the reindeer, walrus, seals and 
white whales, 

Lieutenant Peary, who, with his wife, is 
staying at the Grand Union hotel, was 
seen yesterday by a reporter for The Morn- 
ing Advertiser, and expressed ‘himself as 
well satisfied with the results of his sum- 
mer’s work. He was looking very well, 
and related with evident pleasure that 
every member of his party had returned in 
fine. condition, and that no accident of any 
consequence had marred the trip. Regard- 
ing his future plans, he said he was still 
undecided, but it was very unlikely that 
he would re-enter the Arctic regions next 
summer, although he might direct an ex- 
pedition, which would probably be sent for 
the same purpose as the one which has 
just returned. 

In discussing the recent results of Nan- 
sen’s expedition and the probable outcome 
of the Jackson expedition, Lieutenant 
Peary found considerable to encourage him 
in his theory that the route favored by 
himself through the archipelago to the 
north of Greenland is the only feasible one. 
Should the present attempt of Jackson 
prove the Franz Josef land route impracti- 
cable, Lieutenant Peary declares that his 
will be the only one remaining, now that 
Nansen has also failed. Speaking of the 
er of this latter explorer; the lieutenant 

“I think it was really wonderful, and, 
apart from other things accomplished, it 
had one result of immense value—it show- 
ed the route he took was an impossible 
one. As he could not reach the pole by 
this route, I think other explorers can 
safely leave it out of their calculations." 

The probable outcome of Jackson’s ex- 
pedition Lieutenant Peary would not give 
an opinion upon, further than the con- 
servative statement that while it was pos- 


sible, he scarcely thought it probable it | 


would reach the pole. He stated, however. 
that he was firmer than ever in the belief 
that the successful route, when it was 
found, would be largely overland.

Hints for the Household. 

An. excellent sweet that few housewives 
think of is tomato honey, the flavor of 
which can searcely be distinguished from 
real honey. To each pound of honey add 
the gruted peel of gne.lemon and a half 
dozen fresh peach leaves. Place them in 
a preserving kettle and cook them slowly 
until tha tomatoes fall into pieces; then 
strain throvgh a bag. To each pint of 
juice allow one pound of sugar and the 
juice of one lemon. Boil these together 
half an hour, or until a thick jelly is 
formed when cold. Fill glasses with the 
liquid jelly, and do not cover them until 
the mixture becomes cold. This jelly is 
always a source of delight at the nursery 
table. 


After eiderdown comforters have been 
used for a time they lose their lightness. 
Hang such comforters over a lime in a 
strong wind for a few hours and give them 
a good beating with a rattan. This will 
give them renewed life. 


When a plece of furniture Is very much 
soiled and requires to be cleaned and pol- 
ished, first wash it c'csely with warm 
soapy water, washing «ly a small sur- 
face at a time, and drgmg it quickly by 
rubbing it lard with a flannel. Mix to- 
gether one pint of linseed oil and half a 
pint of kerogene, wet a flannel with the 
oil mixture and rub the cleared furniture. 
Rest half an hour before taking a fresh 
piece of flannel, and then by vigorous rub- 
bing’ polish the wood writil it shines like 
glass. This will not. injure the thinnest 
wood and’is an easy method of keeping 
furniture bright. The odor’soon disappears 
if the windows are left open. 


In removing stains or grease spots from 
ddlicate-colared materials, the cléaning 
mixture should be applied in a circle 
around the spot and should be worked to- 
ward the center. ‘Then sponge the place 
with a clean flannel and rub wntil dry. 


Pie crust is always better if it can be 
made the day before it is baked, folding 
the paste in a close roll after it is made 
and putting it in a cold place. When again 
rolled opt it will make, when baked, a 
lighter and more flaky crust.

| Treatment from Her Husband. 
SAYS HE TRIED TO KILL AER 


Superior Court ents Two re RS 
Verdicts and Other Similar Cases 
Are on the Docket. 


Alleged cruel treatment,-the use of pro- 
fane language and habitual intoxication 
were the grounds upon which a total dl- 
vorce was granted Mrs. Josephine C. Usina 
in the superior court yesterday morning 
before Judge Lumpkin. 

Mrs. Usinn, before her marriage with 
Frank Usina, bore the maiden name of 
Josephine C. Masters. The marriage occur- 
red in St. Augustine, Fla., March 4; 1878. 

The testimony of the wife yesterday 
showed that for seven years they lived 
happily, but after that period, or about 
nine years ago, her husband began to 
cruelly treat and abuse her, constantly 
increasing in severity, which treatment she 
has never condoned or forgiven and which 
she claims she tolerated solely for the sake 
and on account of her children. 

During those nine years Mrs, Usina says 
: she was shanrefully and cruelly treated, of- 
ten striking her and using vulgar and pro- 
fane language, being intoxicated most of 
_the time and frequently absenting himself 
from home for days at a time and refus- 
ing to provide for the support of his 
family. 

She stated that he failed to treat her in 
the kind. manner that a dutiful husband 
should, but that she had always been an 
affectionate and dutiful wife. 

“During the past three or four years,” 
said she, “his treatinent has been especially 
unkind and cruel. In August, 1890, he came 
home in a very intoxicated condition, and 
upon entering the house. began to curse 
and abuse me and finally made toward me 
with his hand raised, us if to strike me. 
When 1 attempted to get away from him, 
he jumped upon me and threw me to the 
fioor, held me down, opened his pocket 
knife and attempted to cut my throat and 
was only stopped in his attempt by nry 
loud @nd long-continued outcries.’’ 

She said one morning at 2 o'clock he cnme 
home. She said she was waiting for him, 
as she could not sleep, being afraid he 
was drunk and had been arrested. He hbe- 
Zan to abuse her when he entered the 
house, and seizing her suddenly threw her 
from the piazza to the ground. She says 
she has’ since been compelled to support 
herself and children. She claims that his 
cruel treatmfent has been continued and 
that oftentimes he has struck her with his 
fists and at times actually kicked her. 

In November, 1893, Mrs.:Usina say she 
was sent by her husband to Atlanta and he 
promised to follow her or at least to send 
her money. She declares she has received 
only $13 during that time, and was com- 
pelled to work and depend upon her mother 
and the charity of friends for her sup- 
port. 

The jury granted her a total divorce and 
restored her maiden name—Josephine C. 
Masters. 

Treated Him With Contempt. 

The petition of Oliver P. Woodiiff, which

showed that his marriage had not been a 
happy one, and the jury gave him a total 
| divorce from his wife, Mrs. Elizabeth V.
